4 Sine building industry is beginning to suffer 
badly from one of the diseases which occur 
regularly with bouts of post-war prosperity— 
shortages of materials and labour. A brilliant 
summer has been followed by an open winter 
and both have coincided with one of the 
biggest building booms of the last decade. 
As a result, stocks of bricks are lower than 


they have been and are now reported to be 
only about equal to one week’s consumption. 


Building labour is also in short supply in 


some areas. There are rumours that the 
position in the Cambridge district is so acute 
that work on Churchill College is likely to be 
delayed. The post-war “slow-foxtrot”’ 
rhythm in financial policy has inevitably 
reacted on the industry and tended to drive 
labour away from building to steadier, indoor 
jobs in factories. It will take time, money 
and better conditions to woo them back. 
Another trouble is that a large part of the 
labour force is needed for relatively small jobs. 
Shops, showrooms and garages are important 
matters to private owners, but when hundreds 
of owners are doing the same thing, the 
result may well mean that new hospital and 
educational buildings and houses in the same 
areas may be delayed. 


In some ways the situation is a vicious circle. 
Obviously restriction of credit by building 
societies and banks has its effect, but the 
most useful contribution would be greater 
economic stability and an even flow of building 
work. The latter would encourage building 
material manufacturers to lay down adequate

new capital equipment to meet building 
requirements, with some slack for expansion. 
Contractors themselves would be better able 
to rationalize their methods and plan for 
greater productivity. There is no doubt that 
the N.F.B.T.E.’s Advisory Service has shown 
that, to some extent, better organization by 
the builder can be set against labour 
shortages. 


The amount of time wasted on and off the 
site through sheer inefficiency is far too great 
still; and for this architects must bear their 
portion of the blame. At the risk of being 
tedious, we must repeat what has been said 
before: pre-planning is impossible without 
full co-operation between building-owner, 
architect and building contractor. This, as 
an ideal, means clear instructions for all 
stages of the operation before building work 
begins; and no changes. It should be as 
unthinkable to start a building operation 
without carefully laying down all the details 
beforehand, as it would be to start the pro- 
duction of an aircraft without all its details. 


If there are to be delays in building this 
summer, the opportunity should be seized to 
examine office organization, to question 
methods of communication between client, 
architect, quantity surveyor and builder. In 
effect, to perfect pre-planning as far as 
possible, so that when building work com- 
mences, time lost may be regained to some 
extent by speedier construction. This, after 
all, is usually the most economical way for the 
building-owner in the end.

WERNER BISCHOF EXHIBITION 


The Swiss Ambassador, accompanied by his cultural 
attaché, opened the exhibition The World of Werner 
Bischof at the Building Centre last week. His Excellency 
said that he had met Bischof in India and had been 
greatly impressed by his ability to absorb the atmosphere 
of a country and to reproduce it in his pictures. Mr. 
F. R. Yerbury, Director of the B.C., thanked the 
Ambassador. The Ambassador also thanked the Centre 
for bringing the exhibition to this country. It is a 
tradition that speeches at Building Centre functions shall 
be short. This ceremony was over in under ten minutes. 
The exhibition, which I mentioned last week, is open 
until May 11. 


SWINGS AND ROUNDABOUTS 

House agents are quick to point out that any property 
they have for sale is “architect designed”. This is 
thought to be an asset but it does not mean that the 
agents are necessarily connoisseurs of architecture. As 
we all know—or perhaps there are still some who do not 
know—there are architects and architects. Architect 
designed, therefore, may not really mean very much, 
although it may have some slight lifemanship advantage. 
A friend has sent me the following advertisement taken 
from a provincial paper. The names have been changed. 

VERY small two-roomed bungalow (no bathroom), 
off Beach Drive, Bumbledom, close to sea. Brick and 
tile. Architect built. £995 Freehold. 

The lack of bathroom is here nicely balanced against 
the “architect built”. Perhaps it really was built by an 
architect. It cannot be that he forgot the bathroom for 
all the world knows that architects only forget staircases. 


REYNOLDS MEMORIAL AWARD 


The American Institute of Architects announces that 
the Reynolds Memorial Award of $25,000 has been 
given to the Swiss architect, Professor Jean Tschumi, for 
his Y-shaped seven-storey building for Nestle’s. This 
building houses the firm’s international headquarters at 
Vevey on the shores of the Lake of Geneva. The award 
is made annually by the Reynolds Metals Company 
(associated in this country with the British Aluminium 
Co.) for the “foremost contemporary structure in the 
world in which the creative use of aluminium could 
significantly influence the architecture of our times”. 
Jean Tschumi is a past president of the International 
Union of Architects. 


HOW BIG IS A CAR? 


From time to time architects need to know the sizes 
of motor vehicles, even if it is only to keep drawings of 
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them in scale with Academy perspectives. The Trader 
Handbook contains this information and much beside 
including the king-pin inclinations and toe-in for various 
vehicles. You may possibly consider that 23s is too 
much for information only likely to be required once in 
a way. However we may all soon be designing multi- 
storey garages and then the information will be vital.

Sir,—I was especially interested in your editorial of 
February 10, “Prizes not Prized”, as I was one of the two 
unsuccessful ones who submitted work for the Godwin & 
Wimperis Bursary. 

As you say, there must be something wrong with the 
R.1.B.A. prizes. Nothing is ever said as to what they expect 
in the way of work to be entered, and this prize | entered 
on my own initiative. 

My theme for entry seemed to me and others a useful 
one if I was successful. My concern was parking problems 
in cities, and since at the time I was due to come here to 
teach and study for my M.arch., it seemed that a good look 
at American examples would be very valuable. After all, 
there are more here than anywhere else, and what better 
conditions could I find than in America for parking prob 
lems? 

Nevertheless,, my enthusiasm for the prize was damped, 
but not discouraged. I intend to have another try, but first 
I would like to have the R.I.B.A.’s views on just what they 
expect. 

I am very glad you brought the matter of these prizes to 
wider notice, but believe me I do care about this one in 
particular—as a good and valuable opportunity to study 
the most advanced ideas in traffic and parking problems, 
probably in the world.

“ANGRY YOUNG ARCHITECT 


... And Elections 


Sir—Now that the time is approaching when the 
R.LB.A. has to elect its new president, may | revive a 
suggestion made some time ago—that the presidency be 
offered to a leading architect in one of the Commonwealth 
countries. 

My principal reason is that members of the Royal 
family, the Prime Minister and many members of his 
Cabinet, to say nothing of the last two presidents of the 
R.1.B.A., have all made extensive visits to Commonwealth 
countries and on their return have all strongly advocated 
the strengthening of ties with the places they had visited 

There are, for instance, many architects in Canada of 
great personality and charm, and with a background of 
architectural achievement second to none in this country, 
who would consider it a great honour to be given this 
chance to serve their profession and the homeland 

It should be borne in mind, too, that it takes less time 
to fly here from Canada than it does to motor down from 
Scotland to London. Also, that in the unavoidable absence 
of the president at a function, a vice-president could carry 
on, as was the case when the last two presidents with 
the institute’s secretary were touring abroad. 

Another aspect of this suggestion is that the status of 
the institute would thereby be raised, first by the intro 
duction of “new blood” at Portland Place, and second 
by the ensuing pause in the promotion in the queue of 
presidential aspirants giving each one time to 
before taking up the presidency. 

It would be interesting to ascertain the reactions to this 
suggestion from each of the candidates for election to the 
R.1L.B.A. Council.

Cramped Kitchens at Thetford 


Sir—One had hoped that the day of the minimum 
kitchenette was nearing its unmourned close, so it is dis- 
appointing to see, in the otherwise very interesting estate 
at Thetford, kitchens in the three-room houses which surely 
are too cramped for family living. 

With all those door swings the housewife, if she wishes 
to avoid mayhem, must stay quietly in the middle of 
that 4ft 6in gangway. Imagine a couple of boisterous 
children indoors on a wet day! And where does she find 
counter space for food preparation? 

A sliding door to the hall would help, or it could be 
reversed to open outwards. And why not steal a few 
square feet from that spacious 18ft 9in x 11ft living room 
to put the chimney breast where it belongs? One could 
then get a decent stretch of working top from hatch to 
larder. 

When Wells Coates designed his miracle of compact- 
ness in the thirties, where all the user had to do was to 
pivot on her own axis, it was in the context of middle- 
class flats, and was probably adequate for that type of 
living. It is a pity it has influenced architects to such an 
extent that kitchens today are almost always too small.

Teamwork-in-building conference 


APERS on behalf of the client, the architect, the quantity 

surveyor and the builder were presented at a recent one- 
day conference at Cambridge on teamwork in building, 
organized by the Federation for the Eastern Counties 
Joint Consultative Board of Architects. 

Submitting the requirements of an industrial client, Mr. 
C. A. W. Harmer, 0.B.E., a director of Pye Ltd., felt 
the building industry might copy some of the dynamic 
methods used in engineering for expediting production. 
He said that in his experience few buildings were com- 
pleted at the estimated cost in the projected time, and an 
industrialist had to reckon with delays meaning a large 
amount of expensive plant and materials lying idle. 
Architects did not make any attempt to give industrialists 
an idea of what could be done. He suggested that there 
should be a “shop window” of possibilities. 

E. D. Jefferiss Mathews, 0.B.E., a member of the 
National Joint Consultative Committee, said that what 
the architect should do was to obtain basic information 
about the needs of the projected building and guide his 
client on the question of design. A builder should not be 
allowed to shelter behind the architect, but should be 
brought into the discussions at an early stage. He was 
doubtful about the present system of competitive tendering. 
If the client selected the architect, why should the con- 
tractor not be chosen on the architect’s advice? 

Dealing with the function of the quantity surveyor, Mr. 
E. Norman Harris said that all too often a quantity sur- 
veyor was not consulted at all until the sketch plans were 
prepared. He should be brought in at the earliest possible 
stage. Cost planning was not only essential where a keen 
price was required, but ensured that the client received 
value for money. 

Mr. T. V. Prosser, immediate past-president of the 
National Federation of Building Trades Employers, said it 
was difficult to get proper teamwork under competitive 
tendering. At the pre-contract stage the builder required 
the fullest documentation and there was an urgent need 
for the estimator to know the full programme. More time 
should be allowed for tendering.

Parking Space in Manchester Scheme 

Car-parking problems are specially severe in Manchester, 
which has more motor vehicles per head of population than 
any other British city. An interesting feature of a new 
£34 million scheme for the Piccadilly area (picture right)— 
on which building by Bernard Sunley and Sons has begun— 
is that parking space for some 500 cars is included. 

The site being developed is a blitzed area which formerly 
accommodated that number of cars, so despite high-density 
building, no parking space will be lost. The whole of the 
site will be covered by a structure comprising basement. 
ground and first floors, with sub-basements over parts of it. 
Rising above this from a roof deck will be a 300-bedroom 
hotel, a 27-storey office block and a small office block. 

On the ground floor will be shops and stores, and there 
are plans for a petrol filling station approached off York 
Road. The shops will have covered arcades and in cold 
weather will be heated by radiant heaters. Ornamental 
gardens, sculpture, fountains and rest centres are proposed 
for the roof deck. 


Two More Universities 


New universities are to be established at York and 
Norwich, it was announced last week. 

At York, Heslington Hall, an Elizabethan house on the 
outskirts, has been offered for use as a university building, 
and the corporation has an option on a large tract of ad- 
joining land. Nearly £500,000 has been given or 
promised to the project by independent sources in York, 
and the county councils of the North, East and West 
Ridings have voted financial support. 

A 165-acre site at Earlham has been set aside for the 
Norwich university which is expected to have an annual 
income of at least £54,000. 


Birmingham Building Delays 

Birmingham’s school and house building programme is 
being held up by a shortage of architects, quantity 
surveyors and building workers, it was stated by Alderman 
J. J. Grogan, chairman of the housing building committee, 


last week. “We have more than 4,000 dwellings in the 
pipe-line and we cannot get them through quickly enough”, 
he declared. 

This was one reason why more had not been done to 
build comprehensive schools. Plans were in the early 
stages to provide such schools in the inner wards, however, 
in addition to three more larger schools of this kind to be 
started soon in other parts of the city. 


Prophecies from Professor Nervi 


Professor Pier Luigi Nervi, the Royal Gold Medalist, 
told an audience of architects and engineers in Liverpool 
recently about the revolutionary possibilities in the use 
of reinforced concrete. This was his only lecture to be 
delivered during his visit to this country. 

He said the science of building with reinforced concrete 
was only just leaving the initial stage of research. “Rein- 
forced concrete architecture is particularly determined by 
the exceptional qualities of this material compared with 
those of other building materials”, he declared. “No other 
material has the same adaptability to all shapes, no other 
material offers possibility to build with equal ease isolated 
elements or continuous and resistant surfaces, or has the 
same imperviousness to weather and climate and the same 
low costs. From the synthesis of all these intrinsic qualities 
derives the possibility to build monolithic buildings and 
structures capable of resisting great compressive and tensile 
strengths. To the genius of designers are opened unex-

plored fields, whose value and fruitfulness are just beginning 
to be appreciated.” 

He pointed out that just as other forms of modern 
achievement were increasing, so were the dimensions and 
form of buildings. Arches with a span of a few yards had 
become arches spanning a hundred yards and more. “It 
is therefore legitimate to envisage a future grandiose 
structural architecture linked in a way, though with greater 
scope and freedom, to the wonderful architectural tradi- 
tions of the Gothic cathedrals.” 


Inverness Architects’ Protest 


Inverness Chapter of Architects has protested about the 
town council’s failure to employ a consultant on the 
redevelopment of Bridge Street, Inverness, and has decided 
to take the matter “to the highest level”. 

A report of the chapter’s annual meeting stated that 
a major redevelopment scheme such as Bridge Street pre- 
sented “most difficult and complicated design problems 
such as could only be advised upon effectively by an 
architect of considerable standing and experience”. 


Colour Safety Codes 


Mr. Faber Birren, the international authority on the 
impact and appeal of colour, told a London press con- 
ference recently that greater use could be made in this 
country of colour safety codes to reduce factory accidents. 
Mr. Birren, who has been retained as colour consultant by 
Lewis Berger and Sons, pioneered the use of such codes 
for the United States Government with conspicuous success 

He said that some years ago the British Standards Insti- 
tution prescribed an excellent code of colours to be used 
in factories, but still too few firms were aware of how the 
proper use of colour on machinery and in the styling of 
buildings could save lives and limbs, and reduce eye strain 
and fatigue. In the U.S.A. longer working shifts to bring 
about the four-day week were under discussion. These 
could cause extra fatigue and might weli raise accident 
figures. The proper use of colour, combined with normal 
physical aids like protective clothing and safety guards, 
could see this did not happen. 


Birmingham Appointment 


Mr. Raymond J. Ash, deputy city architect, Newcastle- 
upon-Tyne, has been appointed deputy city architect, 
Birmingham, in succession to Mr. J. R. Sheridan-Shedden, 
who is leaving shortly to take up the post of city architect, 
Leeds. Mr. Ash previously served with Coventry Corpora- 
tion, where he worked on central area redevelopment.

Small Factories in Northern Ireland 


The Northern Ireland Ministry of Commerce has 
announced plans to build small standardized factories in 
areas outside Belfast for lease at £350 a year to industria 
lists who would employ about 30 or 40 workers in them 
The scheme is designed primarily for the smaller centres 
seeking additional industry. Its aim is to encourage initia 
tive by providing suitable premises for someone starting up 
in a small way. A standard 6,000 sq ft factory has been 
designed and could be built without difficulty wi 
needed.

Board of Architectural Education 


The composition of the reorganized Board of Architec 
tural Education—to be known as the Advisory Council on 
Architectural Education—was recently approved by the 
R.1.B.A. Council as follows: president, R.I.B.A.; chair 
man, vice-chairman and honorary secretary of the Board ; 
chairman of the schools committee and one other recog 
nized schools’ head ; four ordinary members (two in private 
practice and two official architects) ; a representative each 
from the Ministry of Education and the Scottish Education 
Department, and from the Architectural Association and the 
Royal Incorporation of Architects in Scotland ; and repre 
sentatives of special interests, such as a secondary or public 
school teacher, members representing different interests 
within architectural education—universities, schools of art. 
technical colleges, allied societies—and a representative for 
post-graduate studies. 


Brixton School of Building 


A second visit to the American Embassy building in

Mr. D. A. G. Reid, principal of the school, 
referred to the possibilities for further expansion of the 
school and expressed the hope that the association's 
membership would increase so that it could play an even 
more valuable part in the life of the school. 
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RING ROAD OVER RAIL 
FOR LONDON 


SCHEME to ease London’s traffic problem by mak- 

ing use of the space above and alongside the railways 
has been submitted to Mr. Ernest Marples, Minister of 
Transport, by the British Road Federation (see map 
opposite). 

The federation has proposed the construction of a 25 
mile ring motorway encircling London some two to four 
miles from the centre, with radial roads linking the 
national motorway and trunk road networks. By striding 
over and alongside the railways, it is claimed that the 
dislodgement of existing communities could be kept to a 
minimum, construction >costs reduced and traffic and 
pedestrians segregated. It might be possible to rent the 
space above or beside the railways, which would mean 
less capital outlay and more income for British Railways 

Lord Derwent told a London press conference that while 
the federation accepted the Road Traffic and Road 
Improvements Bill as a useful first-aid measure, the per 
manent solution of London’s traffic problems called for a 
more radical approach. The L.C.C.’s proposals in its 
revised development plan were totally inadequate. 

The L.C.C. proposed to spend £6 million on roads. The 
federation’s ring and radial motorways would make about 
one-fifth of these schemes unnecessary. By compressing 
the remainder of the 20-year road plan into only 15 years, 
annual expenditure would have to be stepped up to £18-£20 
million annually. The federation claimed that Londoners 
would get much better value for their money than they were 
ever likely to get by piecemeal spending. 

Lord Derwent stressed that the federation’s scheme was 
not designed to deal with the central area, but would make 
the problems involved here easier to solve. As _ the 
proposals for the northern section followed closely the line 
proposed by the Association of Municipal Borough 
Engineers and Surveyors, local authority opposition to them 
was unlikely 

Among other claims made for the scheme is that it would 
encourage redevelopment of the decaying 19th-century 
areas. Such renewal, conceived on the Barbican pattern, 
could in turn relieve the pressure on the central area, where 
demand for space was at present concentrated. 

Estimated cost of the ring road would be some £834 
million, which might be compared with the estimated cost 
of the Abercrombie 11-mile “A™ ring of £150 million. Work 
on the scheme could begin in three years and be completed 
seven years later

St. Paul’s Development 


Drawings for new buildings on the bomb-damaged area 
to the north of St. Paul’s Cathedral have been approved 
by the Common Council of the City of London. The 
site is bounded by Newgate Street, Panyer Alley, St. Paul's 
Churchyard and Warwick Lane, and the architects are 
Trehearne & Norman, and Preston & Partners, with Sir 
William Holford as consultant to the Corporation 

The scheme now submitted differs from that approved 
in outline and will effect the development on the north 
side of Newgate Street also, as high-level pedestrian ways, 
at a height of 16ft 6in, will cross the street to link with 
the elevated walkways of the Barbican. 


The W.D.C’s Work in 1959 


The War Damage Commission paid out £134 millon 
during 1959, compared with £19} million in 1958 and 
£23} million in 1957. The-average weekly rate of pay- 
ments in the last quarter of 1959 was £204,000. 

The commision paid 5,565 “cost of works” claims for 
repairs during the year, and made 1,902 payments on 
account or as instalments. The amount involved was 
£114 million, of which nearly £14 million was for the repair 
and rebuilding of houses. Other principal items were 
commercial buildings, £24 million; factories, £14 million 
churches, £3 million; shops, £14 million. 


Architecture Today Exhibition

selective exhibition of work by British architects at the 
Arts Council Gallery, St. James’s Square, London, in 
1961, to coincide with the I.U.A. Congress. Registered 
architects, firms of architects, and architects’ departments 
may submit up to three examples of their work over the 
past 10 years. Those for inclusion in the exhibition will 
be chosen by a selection committee comprising The Hon 
Lionel Brett, Sir Hugh Casson, John Killick, John Piper 
and J. M. Richards. 

Applications for entry forms should be made to the 
R.I.B.A. by not later than June 30 in envelopes marked 
“Architecture Today Exhibition”, and material for pre 
liminary selection must reach the R.1.B.A. between October 
l and 31.

The Balch-Essex Prize 


To commemorate Mr. W. M. Balch’s year of office as 
president of the Royal Institution of Chartered Surveyors, 
1957-58, the Rural Essex branch of the institution has 
donated a prize, to be known as the Balch-Essex prize 
It will be a cash award, the amount of which will be 
announced each year in the September issue of the 
Chartered Surveyor. 

The prize will be awarded annually for the best report 
on the real-property market in the 12 months prior to 
September 30, and a forecast of the trend in the following 
year. Any corporate member of the Institution under 
40 years of age at the time of submission of his paper 
may enter. The first award will be made in January, 1961, 
and the first announcement of the value will accordingly 
be in September, 1960. 


A “Challenge to Management” 


The need to develop. the native ability of young crafts 
men to enable Britain to compete with the “fierce and 
mounting competition” from younger nations was stressed 
by the president, Mr. E. J. Cook, at an L.M.B.A. luncheon 
in honour of the Lord Mayor, Alderman Sir Edmund 
Stockdale, last Friday. 
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Proposing the Lord Mayor's toast, he said they faced a 
challenge to management at all levels in industry, and one 
that called for the fundamental Christian trait of selfless- 
ness. It was an indictment of management if, for any 
reason, an employee was denied the opportunity to attain 
his full potential. Enlightened management was surely 
the key to this country’s industrial survival. 

In his reply Sir Edmund said how sorry they at the 
Mansion House were that this was the last occasion on 
which they would be welcomed by Mr. G. H. A. Hughes, 
the retiring director of the L.M.B.A. They extended a 
warm welcome to his successor, Dr. Hart. 

The Speaker of the House of Commons, Sir Hylton 
Foster, Q.c., thanked the L.M.B.A. on behalf of the guests. 
He said the new blocks of buildings going up in London 
reminded him of the Duke of Clarence’s remark to a friend 
when he first met his wife—*She is not as damned ugly as 
I expected”. 


Flatted Factories Proposed 

Multi-storey blocks of flatted factories may be built 
by Glasgow Corporation to attract new industry to the 
city and accommodate firms from clearance areas. 

Councillor Peter Meldrum said there were only about 
40 acres of vacant sites available in the city for the 
building of new factories and most of these were no 
bigger than 1-14 acres. The first of the flatted factories 
are expected to go up in Alexandra Parade at Millbank. 


Harvard Appointment 


The appointment of William Alonso as Assistant 
Professor of Regional Planning in Harvard University has 
been announced. He has been serving as a consultant on 
area planning for Harvard Medical School and was earlier 
a member of the Chicago City Housing and Planning 
Council, and helped with planning research at Springfield 
(Mass.)

The British Exhibit: 


OT only is Great Britain partici 
pating, thanks to the initiative of 
the Ministry of Education, in the Milan 
Triennale for the first time, but on 
this occasion our exhibit will be the 
only outside pavilion to be built. A 
triangular piece of land has been taken 
out of the Parco Sempione on which a 
fully-equipped three-classroom school 
is being constructed with access by a 
ramp from the large, and rather for 
bidding-looking exhibition building 
inside this building, the Palazzo del 
Arte, the British Government have an 
exhibit (designed by James Gardner) 
based on the exhibition theme oil 
tiome and School” The schools 
section will show examples of the post 
war development in England and, after 
seeing this, visitors, who average 4,000 
per day. pass out of the Palazzo and 
into the school itself 
There has been no attempt by 
Nottinghamshire County Council 
Architects’ Dept., who were entrusted 
with this project, to make the school 
an exhibition building Standard 
drawings were used and an existing 
school, the Newark Barnby Road 
Infant School, was used as a basis for 
the design. In floor area and accom 
modation the two schools will be 
similar, but in planning there will be 
differences In Milan the site is 
wooded, looking very like a corner ol 
English parkland, and the school had 
to be planned to avoid disturbing 
existing trees, only one of which had 
to be moved The school will be 
typical of post-war work in the U.K 
as a teaching unit, but it is not typical 
in its method of construction. Eleven 
local authorities, all having to cope 
with the problems involved in design 
ing buildings for mining areas subject 
to land subsidence, have joined 
together in a group called C.L.A.S.P 
(Consortium of Local Authorities’ 
Special Programme). Buildings, 
principally schools, put up by these 
authorities all use a method of con 
struction devised in Nottinghamshire

A strict cost limit has been placed 
on the Milan school and it is being 
built within £1,000 of the cost (which 
at 65s per sq ft is below the Ministry 
of Education allowance for a school 
of this type) of erection in Notting 
ham. The high cost of transit 1s being 
offset by the donations of over 25 
firms of materials and equipment 
The general contractors, City Display, 
are taking all materials to Italy by 
road except for the steel frame, which 
was erected by Brockhouse Ltd. as a 
“trial run” in Glasgow and is being 
transported by them.

Conversation Piece — 2 


OHN and Mary had invited John’s architect friend 

Tony and his wife Denise round for the evening. 
Although John and Mary, having no television, are free 
to entertain every evening they had, for one reason and 
another, put off this social event for some weeks thereby, 
albeit without realizing it, accumulating subject matter 
for conversation. John and Tony had begun talking 
about work soon after supper and at the same time the 
girls—as we say—set to work upon their knitting, 
sitting on the edges of their chairs, knees nicely together, 
talking about labour-saving devices, advertisements and 
Royalty. The time was now nearly ten o'clock and 
John and Tony’s conversation is being resumed after 
a break for coffee. Earlier in the evening remarks of 
the wives had interlaced the conversation between the 
men. This could happen again. 

“And what exactly is a nignog, John ? 
the word a few minutes ago.” 

“In our office a nignog is a worker-up—a junior who 
does abstracting and billing and similar semi-clerical 
work. It is rather a cruel appellation perhaps but it is 
a term that has stuck—probably because there is 
nothing the nignogs can do about it.” 

“Tell me something about working-up.”” 


“When a taker-off has finished his measuring, or a 
section of it, his dimensions are squared by machine 
and handed to the working-up departments to be 
abstracted. Abstracting involves writing the dimensions 
in trade order on abstract sheets, each trade itself being 
divided and sub-divided in the accepted way—the con- 
cretor into concrete, formwork, reinforcement, etc.— 
and each sub-division written in the general sequence 
of cubes, supers, runs, numbers, starting generally with 
the cheapest and finishing with the most expensive. 
Abstracting, of course, is skilled work and not the kind 
of thing you can pick up quickly. You must learn 
which items— such as labour arris, plastering and paint 
on walls—will require plenty of space and you must learn 
what items to expect on each particular job—remember 
that eighty per cent of the dimensions are probably 
not begun when the abstract is opened. The perfect 
abstract, when complete, contains all the items as they 
will be written in the Bill, evenly spaced, in correct order 
reading from left to right of each sheet of abstract 
paper. 

“The Utopian concept, of course, never obtains 
because the working-up department of any office is 
little more than a glorified transit camp of schoolboys 
passing through on their way to be takers-off and as 
such contains always the new boy. New boys always 
complete an abstract with one sheet of absolutely 
nothing except fifty items crowded into the bottom right- 
hand corner. Most juniors, understandably, champ at 
the bit to become measurers, and so rarely remain 
workers-up long enough to be really proficient at it— 
an elderly chief worker-up is almost worth his weight 
in plutonium these days. But to return to the abstract. 
A good abstractor is invaluable because he acts as a 
sort of clearing house for dimensions, transferring them 
neatly and into correct order, enquiring always into any

**Is the abstract checked ?” 


“Yes, in working-up everything is checked. We 
could not afford to do otherwise when the reading of 
a 0 for a 6 might involve an extra to the contract of 
thousands of pounds. The taker-off must be trusted to 
be accurate.” 

“After the abstract ?”’ 


“When the abstract is complete it must be cast- 
the columns totalled, relevant deductions made and the 
resultant figure converted to the unit required in the 
Bill. All dimensions, of course, are written in feet and 
inches. Then we write the Bill.”

“The writing of the Bill, in draft, is a long task and is 
usually split between several workers-up, each taking 
a trade or part of a trade. Takers-off usually lend a 
hand in the billing towards the end of a job. In fact, 
some offices consider it better, if possible, to employ 
them in writing the whole of the Bill—I say if possible 
because when billing begins most takers-off are still 
engaged in measuring on the later sections. The advan- 
tage of employing takers-off on billing is that they know 
what they are writing about and can therefore make 
items clearer and more explicit than most juniors— 
this saves many hours of checking and editing later on. 
When the Bill is written it must be checked and then 
edited, the latter job probably being done by one of the 
partners who, having kept himself fairly aloof from the 
detail work in the preparation of the Bill is able to look 
upon it with a fresh mind and able to see the incon- 
sistencies which creep through even in the best-regulated 
practices.” 

“The Bill acts as the quantity surveyor’s shop win- 
dow remember. Having completed and edited the draft 
we can then either send it out to be typed and printed or 
do this work ourselves. In London the former course 
is common because there are specialist typing agencies 
available. In the provinces the quantity surveyors tend 
to employ their own typists and purchase their own 
printing machines. Either way the typed stencils must 
be read through in the office before printing is begun 
and when the printed Bills have been prepared they are 
normally read through once more for typographical 
errors and illegible printing. The last few days on a 
job are always the worst with tempers becoming frayed, 
nignogs running around asking takers-off questions and 
partners calling them in to explain things in the draft— 
all the time the deadline is closing in. Finally when 
the Bills have been sent out, usually just in time to 
catch the last post at the largest Post Office in the 
district, you repair to the lounge bar of the nearest 
premises with a licence, only to find you are too tired

“I think right-hand billing may soon be 
practice everywhere. Quantity surveyors like it because 
it saves time in typing and most contractors like it 
because the unit of measurement is stated in words 
against each item and in the column adjacent to 
the one in which they enter their price. This way 
is less likelihood of errors in pricing and in exter 
the rates.” 

“And the Annotated Bill or Specification? 


“This is a sore point sometimes. The preparation of 
such a document takes a good deal of time, and time 
is always at a premium with us. You can put the 
Annotated Bill on the same level as the accurate esti- 
mate and cost planning—there is a certain amount of 
goodwill involved in their preparation and quantity 
surveyors tend to run short of goodwill sometimes 
Some of us think we have been imposed upon long 
enough.”

THs is an extension to an existing 
grammar school. The client, 
Middlesex County Council, wished to 
increase the places at the school from 
480 to 720. To do this, they have 
built a new assembly hall, nine class- 
rooms, two laboratories, five practical 
rooms, cloakrooms, gymnasium, boiler 
house with oil fired boilers and play- 
ground, etc. There was also some 
conversion work in the existing build- 
ing. To avoid disorganizing the life 
of the school, the work has been done 
in two phases. 

Most of the building was on an 
existing asphalt playground. The 
structure consists of brick columns 
supporting main and secondary steel 
beams. The floor is spanned with pre- 
cast concrete *T’” beams 10ft Oin long. 
This method of construction was 
chosen after some research into com- 
parative costs of different systems. 
It has been found to be economical. 
The ceilings are of insulation board 
left unplastered. 

A system of timber window walling 
was developed which consists of 
beams two storeys high clad with 
cedar boarding. Only opening sashes 
are in metal frames otherwise the 
glazing is set direct into the timber 
frames. One of the advantages of this 
system is that partitions can be set 
against the wall at intermediate centres. 

The first phase of the contract for 
the assembly hall and the classrooms 
was let in competition and the second 
phase classrooms and conversion by 
negotiation. Subsequently a gym- 
nasium was constructed on the edge 
of the playing fields with cloakrooms 
for all the boys and girls in the school. 
This was tendered for separately and 
in competition. -It is planned to build 
another gymnasium in the future and 
a space has been left to allow for this.

THs school has been designed for 
160 educationally sub-normal 
children of both sexes, drawn over a 
much larger area than that served by 
normal schools. 

The children are backward men- 
tally and physically rather poor, and 
are, therefore, organized into much 
smaller classes than usual. There are 
eight classes of 20 pupils each 

The age limits for the school are 
theoretically, five to 16 years, but in 
practice it is likely that the minimum 
age limit will not be below seven 
years. 

The clients’ brief stated that the 
maximum winter sunlight be avail- 
able. The school day is short, 10 a.m. 
to 3 p.m. and, therefore, the class- 
rooms were all planned to face south, 
with a maximum glazed area in the 
form of wall-to-wall and floor-to 
ceiling windows. 

Venetian blinds prevent excessive 
heat build-up and attention was paid 


to the problems of natural ventilation, 
large sliding windows being incor- 
porated. 

The clients stated that the junior 
section should have the intimacy of a 
small unit and that the transfer from 
the junior section to the senior sec- 
tion should, if possible, have an air 
of promotion. 

The architects felt that the school 
should fall into three main sections, 
comprising virtually a three classroom 
junior school and a five classroom 
secondary modern school, with a 
common assembly hall and gym- 
nasium forming a hiatus between the 
two units. It was thought that to 
plan the teaching staff accommo- 
dation at this point would assist the 
staff in the control of the school. 

The Educational Authority at the 
time of the brief had a fairly open 
mind as to how the minimum teach- 
ing area should be distributed. They 
stated that they would interpret the

terms of “junior” and senior” 4 guite 
flexibly, defining the senior as a child: 
(i) Who needs access to the practical 
rooms in the senior block. (11) Who, 
so that the distractions of adolescence 
shall not dissipate concentration 
already precarious, might be best 
taught in a single sex group. (iii) 
Who might at 11+ or 12+ be ready 
to return to the lowest stream of a 
secondary modern school. Due to 
the definition between a junior and 
senior not being clear there was a 
case for distributing the classes as 
follows: 

Junior mixed, three classes. Trans- 
GROUND FLOOR sition, separate or mixed, two classes 

w Senior boys, two classes. Senior girls, 
one class. This seemed to break the 
school down into theoretically con- 
venient, but practically very small and 
difficult to administer units and the 
broader schedule of accommodation 
was adopted. 

In the case of practical accommo- 
dation the combined practical class- 
room was considered and rejected 
because half a class could not be 
accommodated as a group for a noisy 
or otherwise exclusive purpose within 
the total teaching area available 

It was therefore decided to pro- 
vide two separate practical rooms in 
the form of a metal and woodworking 
room for boys and a domestic science 
room and flat for girls. 

The assembly hall in such a small 
school has to serve as a P.E. area and 
as a dining room. Particular atten- 
tion was paid by the architects to give 
this room an attractive appearance 
and to try to avoid the domination 
of P.E. equipment. Due to the fact 
that the children are physically poor, 
the P.E. and furniture stores were 
planned as a long area divided only 
from the assembly hall by curtains 
the full length of the assembly hall 

Due to the short school day the 

’ dinner break is necessarily short and 
The balcony of the girls’ practical meals are taken in one shift, using the 
room. The floor is asbestos tile on whole hall. One hundred per cent 
felt dining has been catered for. 

The M.I. Room has been planned 
so that use can be made of one staff 
lavatory direct from the M.I. room if 
required. The staff room was also 
planned so that it can be used as a 
waiting room for children awaiting 
medical inspection. 

Classroom one was planned as a 
reception class for the juniors when 
it was anticipated that the maximum 
supervision would be required. 

Lavatories were, therefore, planned 
to open immediately from the class- 
room and this form was provided 
with a separate cloaks area immedi- 
ately adjacent to their classroom. 

An attempt was made in the junior 
wing to provide a domestic environ- 
ment using relatively low ceilings. 
colourful decoration and employing 
an informal plan shape.

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In the senior wing classrooms are 
rectangular and the architects felt that 
these can be more readily divided up 
into small group areas by the use of 
furniture and the mobile fittings pro- 
vided as part of the fitted furniture 
to suit the individual teachers’ 
methods, rather than by planning 
rooms arbitrarily divided up into per- 
manent alcoves. The shape of these 
classrooms obviously lends itself to 
formal teaching. 

One difficult problem was to pro- 
vide sufficient shower and changing 
facilities on a small scale which 
allowed adequate circulation. 





The Structure 
Previous experience led the archi- 
tects to believe that for a small build- 
ing the use of a structural frame was 
uneconomic and it was therefore 
decided at an early stage to use load 
bearing brickwork and to take full 
advantage of prestressed beams. The 
main difficulty occurred in the senior 
wing where, to obtain an adequate 
daylight standard at the back of the 
ground-floor classrooms, it was neces- 
sary to limit the depth of the class- 
rooms to 20ft. This resulted in a ‘ age - 
30ft span for the first floor and roof ae ee 
and standard pre-cast prestressed 
beams were used. The prestressed 
beams selected were the type with 
clinker infilling blocks and advantage 
was taken of the fact that the infiller we 
blocks could be omitted and service 
ducts incorporated in lieu 
Venetian blind recesses were pro- 
vided in a_ similar manner The 
assembly hall is a pre-cast concrete 
frame and was planned on the north 
side of the building, because of the 
necessity to obtain the maximum 
direct sunlight in the classrooms. 
By providing clerestory windows all 
the way round the assembly hall, an 
astonishing amount of sunlight is 
admitted into the area at all times of 
the school day. The assembly hall 
roof consists of woodwool slabs, sup 
ported on pre-cast concrete purlins, 
and left unfinished. 
The ceiling has been painted dark 
blue and contrasts pleasantly with the 
pre-cast concrete framework. This 
has been painted with a_ textured 
cement paint.

Services 

Heating is by warmed air via low 
pressure hot water. The cabinets in 
each room being designed by the 
architects and incorporated in the 
fitted furniture. Due to the fact that 
the boiler room was planned in a 
single storey part of the building it 
was decided to use an independent 
precast concrete chimney connected to 
the heating chamber by a steel header 
surrounded by insulation and encased 
in reconstructed stone. 

In the girls’ practical room hot 
water is provided by an electrical 
water storage heater and a _ gas 
instantaneous heater, so that the girls 
could be instructed in the use of both 
systems.

Gas Cookers for 
Handicapped (A) 


A new gas cooker has been specially 
designed by the Gas Council to enable 
handicapped people to do their own 
cooking. Two models are in produc 
tion, the G.C. 1 which is similar in 
appearance to the usual gas cooker 
(illustration) and the G.C. 2 which is 
planned so that the oven and hotplate 
can be side by side.

It is designed as a 
finishing coat and when first applied 
is medium grey in colour with a semi 
gloss finish. After about two years it 
becomes lighter in appearance and is 
stated to resemble uncoated stainless 
steel. It may be applied to iron and 
steel by brush, spray or roller direct 
over old paint, provided this is in good 
condition. Bare metal should be 
primed with a Vita-Var corrosion 
resistant primer (No. 14142). Gal- 
vanized iron should receive a coating 
of primer, No. 14399, which is a mix- 
ture of red lead and dry metallic zinc 
dust. It is not necessary to prime 
galvanized iron which has been pre- 
viously painted, provided that the old 
coat is in good condition. Primers can 
be applied by brush, roller and spray 
and mineral spirits may be used as a 
thinning agent if required. One 
gallon of top coat and both types of 
primers will cover an area of 450 to 
500 sq ft.

This building is situated in a predominantly mining and industrial 
district, so precautions had to be taken against possible future 
subsidence. The result is a rigid structure bearing on the ground 
at a limited number of points, with facilities provided for re- 
levelling the building by hydraulic jacks. The ground floor slab is 
not suspended as is the moving superstructure. 

To keep the load on the foundation beam as light as possible, 
Jonwindows Curtain Walling was chosen forthe external cladding.

Another difficulty is that the 4-storey teaching block is actually 
two buildings entirely separated by a 3” structural break and 
which could move either towards or away from each other in the 
event of subsidence. Curtain walling was even used at this break, 
a weathered sliding joint in pressed metal trims (a breather joint) 
being designed to allow for movement—and this joint had to be 
incorporated wherever the break line was crossed by the curtain 
walling; in fact it was required in blind boxes, cills, etc., as well, 
for they had been made firm fixtures to the hanging curtain.
